A cable telegram from London -informs 
us that the late Colonial Secretary of 
Great Britain, Sir Stufford Nortbcote, 
who liiid been in corraspondenco ^^ith tbo 
Government of the Now Dominion and 
also with tbo Hudson Bay Coinpuny, 
advises tbe company to oome terma with 
tho Government of the Dominion. It 
appears that Earl Granville, tho now 
Golotiiul Sicrelary, has mi^do a proposal 
to tho company that they should cede 
their territorial rights to the Dominion 
for three hundred thousand pounds ster- 
ling. It is fl small sum, considering tbo 
e-'sLient of territory and the immense 
wealth, developed and andeveloped, which 
this territory covers. Kir Stafford, look«- 
ing at the inevitable future, is pf opinion, 
aud says so, that it is the, best .thing the 
uompany can do. 

From this wo infer that at on early 
diiy the etitirc North Amcrioan continent,

SiiUcs, Will bo under tho control of tho 
G.overumeut of the New Dominion. This 
ari;ang;tQjiat.>g[{[e|'Oi}r. northern ncighors 
command ot tmoiense' wealth, if only they 
know bow and where to find it.
